Joseph Eisbond, whose arrest we

The crime for which he is now 
under bail was a most brutal and cow- 
ardly one. Jurry, who is about sixty- 
five years old, was working at Kear- 
ney with three other men when their 
truck got away from them and ran 
down the track for quite a distance 
The four workmen started after the 
car, three of them going down the rail 
road, while Jurry went along thi 
township road. The three men reach 
ed the car and were out of sight on 
their way back before Jurry got to th 
place where they found the truck 
When he arrived there Bisbond and 
two companions came toward him and 
the former attacked the old man. He 
knocked him down and kicked him un- 
til he was nearly dead. It was some 
time before the injured man recovered 
»ufficiently to get up. He was discov- 


ered by a passerby and assisted to the 
house of his daughter, nearby, where 
he has been ever since. He is still nn 
able to work.

while the latter was in bed in a board- 
ing house at Fair Play.

TO THE FARMERS OF BEDFOBD CODHTY: 


—I have had a great many personal 
and written inquiries from many of 
my friends in Bedford county, who 
contemplate the planting of large 
quantities of fruit trees in the near 
future, who desire my personal obser- 
vation and experience in orcharding, 
which I shall cheerfully give, if it shall 
in any manner be conducive or instru- 
mental in guiding them on to success, 
and I must say there is a commrnda 
ble zeal springing up all over the 
country in the matter of fruit growing, 
but what is now required is that the 
zeal be fraught more fully of knowl- 
edge, for it is a lamentable fact, that a 
very large percentage of the fruit trees 
that are planted with plenty of enthu- 
siasm each year, soon give up their 
vigor, and thereafter stand aa wither- 
ed memorials of well-meant, but unin- 
telligent efforts. So I wish to preface 
my remarks with these few words, that 
success cannot succeed in any capacity 
of life without hard, untiring and un- 
ceasing mental and manual labor, and 
I believe when God created man, He 
calculated that he should be the tiller 
of the soil, "the garden of the gods,1' 
and we have all realized the important 
fact, ihat the agricultural and horti. 
cultural pursuits are the most useful, 
the most noble and the most healthful 
employment for man, and I contend 
should he the prime factors in laying 
the foundation of every young man's 
intellectual and physical training, for 
the time has long since passed when 
any pursuit in life can be made a suc- 
cess, without a thorough training of 
the mental faculties, and it is just as 
Important for a farmer to be thorough- 
ly educated as it is for a professional 
man to be, and it has become an imper- 
ative duty toward himself as well as to 
the community in which he lives, that 
he should study the most reliable peri- 
odicals of the day and combine the 
knowledge of competent persons with 
his own experience if he wishes to suc- 
ceed, for the majority of the men of 
the past and of to-day who have suc- 
ceeded best, and helped to advance civ- 
ilization most, were thoss who were 
compelled to apply themselves by force 
of circumstances or by an inherited in- 
stinct to grasp the little things in life, 
that they might be better prepared to 
wrestle with the great problems that 
must confront them, men who studied 
while they plowed or planed the boardr, 
or stitched the boots or made the 
horseshoes and grasped the great scien- 
tific principles of gravitation, watch' 
ing the apple fall from the tree, and 
can any one doubt the zealous and un- 
tiring efforts that drew the lightning 
from the clouds and sent glad tidings 
of communication around the world 
and transmits the sound of your voice 
from your farm to your brother in San- 
Francisco?

Ehodes died at Cape 
Townlastweek. In 


his book, "Oom Paul's People," How- 
ard C. Hillcgasssays: "Eighteen years 
ago the man popularly known as the 
•Colossus of South Africa' stood in a 
Klmberley shop and looked intently at 
a map of Africa. Alter a while he 
placed his right band over the map, 
covering a large part of South and 
Central Africa from the Atlantic to the 
Indian ocean, and said: 
'All that 


British. This is my dream. Give me 
twenty years and we'll have a new 
map.'" Mr. Rhodes did not live to see 
his dream fulfilled, despite the fact 
that his country, one of the most pow- 
erful in the world, has been laboring 
strenuously to change the geography 
of the dark continent. After two years 
and a half of desperate fighting Eng- 
land has dyed the land red with the 
blood of brave men and youths, but the 
map of the country which Ehodes wish- 
ed to grasp has not been changed to the 
aamehue, which is the color of British 
territory on 
British 
official maps. 


Ehodes thought it would be an easy 
matter to convert the two Boer repub- 
lics into an African empire, but he un- 
derestimated the strength, the skill 
ana the loyalty of the men he expected 
to rob of their freedom. This empire 
builder was disillusioned before his 
death. He learned that there still are 
men who do not hesitate to give their 
lives in defense of that most blessed 
heritage—freedom of thought, sp-.eeb 
and act. Cecil Ehodes was a great mar, 
but he had his limitations. He was a 
dreamer who saw visions of world 
supremacy for Great Britain. A South 
African confederation under the British 
flag was the chief aim of his life. It 
was in furtherance of Rhodes' plans 
that Jameson made his notorious raid 
and it was the same influence, the de- 
sire of the chartered companies and the 
gold mining syndicates to possess the 
riches of the Transvaal, that really 
brought on the Boer war. Cecil Khodes 
will go down in history as one of the 
boldest and most unscrupulous of all 
those who sought to establish an em- 
pire for their mother country.

cepting their situation very compla- 
cently in comparison to what it might 
have been. Many persons lose valua- 
ble opportunities by their indifference 
,o the importunities of their best 
friends. 


The first thing I am asked when a 


farmer comes to see me is, how long 
will I have to wait until I can expect 
a financial return from my orchard if I 
slant one thousand trees ? And I find 
;his is the great obstacle or objection 
to their adventure, as most persons 
are impatient and want to see the 
money value at once, and it is almost 
an impossibility to convince them that 
the trees are continually growing into 
a money basis as soon as they are 
properly started into a vigorous 
jrowth and as an illustration of what 
the trees are doing, we will say that 
they cost the farmer twenty-five cents 
per tree, or two hundred and fifty 
dollars for the thousand trees, the first 
year. I am sure when they are started 
into full foliage the following spring, 
the farmer would not take fifty cents 
per tree, and the second spring they 
ire worth seventy-five cents and the 
third 
spring 
they 
would 
refuse 


one dollar for every tree that is 
in a thrifty 
and healthy 
condi- 


tion. Now the orchard is worth one 
thousand dollars and has not cost 
more than three hundred and fifty 
dollars, or one-third of its real value, 
not counting what could be realized 
from the crops harvested during this 
time, and as to the increased value of 
the property at this stage of the orch 
ard the convincing evidence is that 
you could readily realize one thousand 
dollars more for it, than when yon 
planted the trees and I am positively 
certain that the orchard will continue 
to improve at an advanced ratio, if 
properly cared for, until it is eight or 
ten years old, when it will yield an 
average paying revenue every year, 
and I can assure you for a certainty, 
that from this period on, you can al- 
ways rely upon realizing as much 
revenue from five trees as yon can 
from a whole acre of any kind of grain, 
leaving the product of thirty trees (if 
you have thirty-five trees to the acre] 
as tbe percentage of what you can 
expect over and above grain raising 
for I had plenty of trees this year 
eighteen years old, that gave me from 
twenty to twenty-five dollars per tree. 
So that no man can make a mistake in 
the planting and caring for plenty of 
fruit trees in Bedford county, and he 
who hesitates to take advantage of an 
early 
opportunity to enhance the 


value of his lands and place plenty of 
revenue in his purse, is a very foolish 
man and in later years will see the 
folly of his indifference, for it has 
been a very melancholy experience 
that most of the eastern farmers have 
passed through in the last twenty 
years trying to compete with the 
western grain and stock growers. You 
all know the result. 


It has been shown by a vast deal ol 


experience that our county is especial- 
ly well adapted for the growing of ap- 
ples, and strange to relate, there are 
only ten or twelve counties in this 
state that are classed or included in the 
great apple producing region,and there 
must be some cause that contributes 
to making this region more productive 
than many other sections of the coun- 
try. It is likely there are some pecu- 
liar conditions of the soil, but I be- 
lieve that the peculiar conformation of 
the apple bearing districts, or basins 
surrounded by our mountains, have a 
certain attraction or affinity for the 
clouds which gives us an excessive 
precipitation or an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of the 
atmospheric elements, 


which are so necessary in the fuller 
development and also produces a 
greater yield of fruit. 


I am in hearty co-operation with 


the District Agricultural meetings, or 
institutes, that are now in progress in 
many section of the country, as they 
are producing good results and yield 
ing an unusual amount of valuable 
and practical information and shoulc 
be encouraged with more enthusiasm 
however, I have understood that those 
held in our county lately were largely 
attended and highly representative 
and a great deal of good fellowship 
manifested, and the papers and dis 
cussions on general and fruit farming 
were up to the advanced standard in 
theoretical and practical observations 
These meetings are of great value to 
the farming community and much im 
portant knowledge in disseminated 
through them,and every farmer shouli 
take advantage of these opportunities 
to acquire all the information possible 
A vast amount of praise is due the of 
fleers in charge for their efforts, con 
sidering that they receive no eompen 
sation, other than their general ex 
penses, and the little sum of seventy 
five dollars is all that is allowed thii 
county for this purpose, which mus 
be penuriously distributed, in order to 
make any showing and I must acknowl 
edge my utter surprise and inability 
to understand why there is not an ef- 
fort made by our legislature to increase 
the appropriation, to promote the vast 
and so much needed interests of the 
farmers of this great state. 
It is a 


grievous and lamentable outrage and a 
wonder to me how the people tolerate 
such injustice, for if it was for som 
stupendous political scheme or the 
construction of some gigantic project 
by which hundreds of their friendly 
constituents should be handsomely 
remembered and where millions were 
involved in the appropriation, it woulc 
be granted on the first reading of th 
very first day. 


The first requisite in planting an 


orchard is the proper location, and a 
there has been so much written in 
favor of low lands as well as elevated 
sections, it is not an easy matter to 
declare for either, but the experience 
of late years has shown that apple treei 
in most instances have succeeded bes 
and borne better crops when planter 
on high lands, and if possible shoulc 
face to the north or northwest in or 
der to avoid their early coming into 
bloom, that they may more readily en 
dure the severe May frcsts that have 
been very destructive in late years 
when the apple was as large as a hazel 
nut 
Certainly success depends large 


ly upon the character of the soil,which 
should be deep, rich and mellow, tha 
will not become water soaked, (for we 
feet kill fruit trees as well as human 
beings) and on the treatment the land 
receives, but my experience, as well as 
that of many with whom I have con 
suited, is that fruit trees do better on 
elevated 
lands 
on account of the 


atmospheric influences. 


Second. 
To select such varieties 


that have proved hardy andreliabl 
in the community in which you are 
going to plant, for we frequently find 
that certain varieties do much better

in certain localities than they do in 
other portions of the same county, and 
if persons have not had the experience 
to select for themselves, they had bet- 
ter acknowledge it by asking advice, 
for the judgment exercised in the 
selection of trees for orchards in the 
past lies exposed on every highway in 
this country, their selection having 
been made for the farmers by unreli- 
able nurserymen, whose persuasive 
volubility of the tongue was for their 
benefit, not caring what the trees 
brought forth in after years. Let me 
urge upon yon using great discretion 
in this respect, and not rely upon 
their deceptiveness with cheap stock. 


If it is possible you should visit the 


nursery and select for yourselves, and 
always select those trees that have 
large, bushy tops, for they have plenty 
of small roots, and from three to six 
long ones, from two to four feet long, 
which should be taken from the ground 
very carefully and not torn or muti- 
lated, as they are the roots that keep 
the trees erect and hold them in posi- 
tion, and it must not be forgotten that 
these roots are supplied by the small 
fibrous roots and rootlets, thatgath- 


the moisture 
and nourishment 


from the soil, for you must secure as 
large an amount of root surface con- 
taining the small feeding rootlets as 
it is possible to get in order to supply 
an abundance of the food and water 
that support the life and growth of 
the trees. I always select trees that 
have a hardy stock or body, an inch or 
more in diameter, and that the limbs 
come from the trunk as near the 
ground as I can get them, say two or 
three feet. Such trees should contain 
large tops if not disfigured or muti- 
lated by the nurseryman and are sure 
to have a full supply of root power 
which will insure the growth of the 
tree, and you can readily see how 
mnch valuable time you have gained 
instead of planting a switch without 
any top, and the reason that persons 
fail in planting large trees is that 
there is not a sufficient amount of root 
nourishment, not enough rootlets to 
supply the demand. 


A grave mistake that most persons 


make is in selecting too many varieties, 
especially if they are going to grow 
for commercial purposes. Then four 
or five varieties are .quite enough and 
four of these should be red or crimson, 
for it has been thoroughly demon 
strated by the apple consumers all 
over the country that they demand 
something to please the eye's fancy 
and are perfectly willing to pay for 
their knowledge, as the apple growers 
in our section can pleasingly testify 
to from this winter's experience, when 
the Ben Davis apple brought four 
dollars per barrel of three bushels 
delivered at our station on the fif- 
teenth of January on account of its 
handsome appearance, and allow me 
to further state that three years ago 
I sold two car loads of Ben Davis ap- 
ples the first week in March for one 
dollar and twenty cents per bushel, 
when wheat was selling for sixty cents 
per bushel, showing plainly that you 
should avoid purchasing any varieties 
that will not keep well, for as a gen- 
eral rule when apples sell for fifty 
cents per bushel the first of December 
you can demand one dollar for them 
from the first of February to the first 
of March, and for the benefit of per- 
sons who anticipate the planting of 
one thousand trees I will give them 
just what I would plant myself: 400 
York Imperial, 300 Ban Davis, 100 
Baldwins, 35 Ewalts, 50 Borne Beauty, 
35 Rawle's Janet, 25 Grimes' Golden, 
25 Sutton Beauty, 25 Smith's Cider, 10 
New Town Pippin, 10 Albemarle Pip- 
pin and 5 Smoke House. You can 
change these to suit your taste, but 
not the first three varieties unless you 
add to them; there are plenty of other 
good varieties, bnt my advice is not to 
experiment with them, unless you 
have found by plenty of experience 
that they do well in your locality. 


A most important result can he ob 


tained in starting an orchard by plant- 
ing the trees properly. 
The land 


should ba staked in rows not less than 
30 to 35 feet apart, BO that the rows will 
he straight in any direction you view 
the orchard, which is a great conve- 
nience when cultivating the land, ai 
you can cultivate the trees in four dif- 
ferent directions and obviate the too 
frequent occurrence ol forming ridgea

none, the ground should be staked sev 
oral weeks before planting, in order to 
dig the holes when the ground is in 
good condition, for if you work in the 
fjround when too wet, it will get very 
hard around the holes and may not get 
in the condition it should be during 
the whole summer, for the small fl 
brous roots to receive the proper nutri 
mem they require from the soil, am 
the trees will die. The holes should 
be dug from three to four feet square 
and one foot deep, that you may hav 
ample room to place several inches o 
finely pulverized top soil under am 
over the roots, and before beginnin] 
to plant there should be placed at eac 
hole a wheelbarrowful of the best soi 
your farm affords, free from straw 
weeds, stones and roots, and thorough 
ly pulverized, so that it can aecommo 
date itself compactly to the roots. 


You are now ready to plant. Yo 


should examine the roots carefully 
cutting off all that have been torn o 
have ragged points, In placing th 
tree in position have the largest root 
and limbs extend toward the north 
wea,t, gradually bearing the top sligh' 
ly in the same direction, as the pre 
vailing and strongest winds come from 
that section and will cause your tree 
to stand erect, when the tree ism pos 
tion; if any roots are too long for th 
size of the hole, dig trenches for them 
and when your assistant shovels tb 
fine ground over the roots, you mus 
constantly separate and draw the sma 
roots and fine fibres toward the oute 
portion of the hole, so they occupy a 
nearly as possible the position they di 
when growing. The ground shouldb 
thoroughly packed and raised hig 
enough, that when it settles, it will b 
elevated a little above the surroundin 
surface, which will be all that is nee< 
ed to keep the tree in position if plan 
ed in the spring, but if in autumn 
must be staked and every tree shou! 
he thoroughly mulched, at least six o 
eight feet in diameter, with stra 
manure, long grass, straw or somethin 
similar, and kept from blowing awa 
by pieces of rails, this aids greatly i 
preserving moisture and coolness to th 
roots during the heated and dry seaso 
of the summer. 


Next comes the pruning, and nme 


depends upon it, as most persons c 
not prune enough, and others too muc 
for I dislike tree butchering very muc 
as I have seen it practised in many oreh 
ards and on our beautiful shade tree 
to the detriment of the trees, as pe 
sons will realize when they find the 
permanently injured. It should m 
be done until the tree is planted, a 
your eyes will guide your better jud 
ment in shaping the top where you ca 
survey it by standiug six or eight f ei 
from the tree. If the tree has plent 
of roots, cutting back one-third wi 
answer,but if not,then it should be cu 
hack one-half or more, commencing a 
the lower limbs on one side, say tw 
feet from the main stem, continuin 
up until you get opposite the top 
the stem, then you pass over the to 
and down the other side about th 
eame distance from the stem, givin 
the top a pleasing and symmetrical a 
pearance, and always cut a limb o 
just beyond and above the bud 
: 


order to keep the tree as low 
possible, which is a great advantag 
in many respects; the wind will no 
upset the trees nor shake the fruit fro 
them so readily, they are more easi] 
pruned, can be sprayed with littl 
trouble, and the labor saved in pickin 
the fruit can only be estimated, whe 
you experience the difference betwee 
high trees and long ladders, or lo 
trees, the ground and step horses 


The most important epoch presen 


itself, at this stage of your enterpris 
the caring for and protection to th 
trees, for you cannot exercise too mnc 
caution, vigilance, care and indefatig 
hie willingness to protect your inte 
ests, and you must constantly keep o 
the alert, for you will continually fin 
an unexpected 
enemy looming up 


which you must be prepared to comba 
promptly, which if allowed to contmu 
their depredations undisturbed and in 
sidiously, will prove a ruinous tormen 
or, that can scarcely be controlled o 
annihilated. 


The great dread of the orchardist 


the apple tree "borer;" the insect is 
white and brown striped beetle, abcu 
three-fourths of an inch long, and 
generally deposits its eggs at night i 
the bark near the surface of the groun 
late in the spring or early summe: 
The worm which is hatched from th 
egg eats through the bark, feedin 
upon the soft outer layers of the wood 
making a cavity under the bark th 
size of a half dollar or larger 
The en 


tire cell and opening is filled with sa< 
dust, like powder, and its protrndic 
out of the bark is how we detect th 
presence of the borer. It can also b 
detected in the bark in its inopien 
stage, just after hatching, and is th 
proper time to remove it, but if allow 
ed to remain it continues to feed an 
enlarge for about twelve months, whe 
the jaws become strong enough to a' 
tack the solid heart wood, boring 
cylindrical hole upwards, inwards an 
outwards to the bark. Others may en 
circle the entire tree. This occupie 
about two years; the second winter an 
following spring they change thei 
form, and when the season become 
sufficiently warm to awaken themint 
new life and activity, they emerg 
from their habitation a fuUfiadged fl 
or beetle, rear'y to deposit another cro 
of eggs, and when these depredation 
are allowed to continue the trees mus 
suffer irreparable injury. 


"Prevention is better than cure "an 


many remedies have been recommend 
ed to prevent the beetle from layin 
its eggs in the bark, but I have foun 
that long rye straw is better than any 
thing else. 
Commencing about th 


first ol Kay, remove tie ground from 


round the tree, four or flve'incnes 
eep, stand the straw around the tree, 
hree or four straws in thickness, make 


loop of common wrapping twine 


round the lower portion of the straw 


the hole, continuing up by encircling, 


he tree six, eight or ten "times, tying 


among tbe limbs, then return the 
round into the hole, making,.it as 
ompact as possible; the straw should 
ot be wrapped too tight to prevent 
ie air getting to the tree. 
This covering prevents the beetle 


rom depositing its eggs, protects the 
ark from the cold blasts of win- 
er and the hot sun, and prevents the 
aice and rabbits from crmmi ting their 
efarious assaults during the winter, 
nd the straw also proved the very 
jest protector to my trees seventeen 
•ears ego, when attacked by thousands 
if the cicada, or locusta, it saves the 
>ody and most of the limbs if properly 
wrapped, and with this protection, I 
would not hesitate a moment in plant- 
ng plenty of trees this spring. 


If the eggs of the beetle continue in 
he bark you can easily detect and re 
move them with the point of a knife 
but if deeper in the wood, you can ex- 
bract them by a long, slender knife- 
blade or punch them to death in their 
holes by a flexible wire; this should be 
attended to every spring and fall to 
prevent their destructivenese. 


The codlingmothdepositsitslarvsein 


the fruit at the blossom end and gener 
ally when the apple is just forming 
and develops into a worm, which feed 
upon the core. Some years they are 
very destructive and seriously injur 
theqiality of the crop. 
Sheep an 


swine are very effective in picking u 
the fallen fruit and destroying the en 
closed insect, 
which 
prevents 
it 


spread. 


Tbe canker worm, or apple tree eat 


erpillar, if left alone, attacks th 
leaves of the tree with such a vigoron 
onslaught that it deprives the tree o 
its breathing capacity, or lung power 
and if the apples have grown to th 
size of an inch, they are retarded i 
their development, and you will hav 
nothing to pluck from the tree bu 
small, scabby, inferior fruit, which 
caused by the tree's inability to BUS 
tain the fruit and develop another 
growth of leaves, (which it will do 
the soil is in good condition) whe 
there is no sustenance realized from 
the sun and the atmosphere. 


The best remedy for destroying thes 


grievous pests is tospray the trees wil 
London purple, or the standard Bo 
deaux Mixture, which is composed of si 
pounds of sulphate of copper, or blu 
stone, four pounds of stone lime 
fifty gallons of water. 
This is mad 


by dissolving the blue stone, whic 
should be done by suspending it 
cheese cloth, just below the surface 
the water, and slaking the lime in se 
arate vessels, with about half of th 
amount of water to be used, then pou 
the copper solution into the lime wate 
and add the balance of the wate 
this solution should be used soo 
after making, as it deteriorates npo 
standing, but if you keep them in 
separate vessel, they may be kept i: 
definitely and used at your conveu 
ience. To the above mixture four tos 
ounces of Paris green should be adde 
for the destruction of the codling mo 
and the leaf eating insects, the lim 
takes up the free arsenic and removi 
the danger of scalding, and you shou 
constantly agitate the liquid to pr 
vent the poison from settling, as it 
very essential in spraying to break u 
the solution into as fine a mist as po 
sible to insure the coating of ever 
bud,leaf and part of the tree, as ligh 
ly as is consistent with thoroughness 
The first application of this insecticii 
should be when the sap is circulatin 
just as the buds begin to swell, spra 
ing a second time just before the bio 
Eoras open and a third time within 
week or ten days after the falling 
the blossoms, just before the caly 
end of the apple turns down on tl 
stem, encasing a little of the poison 
the blossom end and kill the insec 
but you should not spray when tl 
trees are in bloom. 


These periods of spraying are just i 


beneficial for destroying the caterpi 
lar, leaf curl and rot as it is for th 
codling moth, but for peaches an 
plums the liquid should be diluted on 
half, and certainly, a mixture of di 
ferent proportions may be required fo 
different kinds of fruits, as well a 
for the different kinds of insects, tha 
may infest your trees, but should ni 
be strong enough to produce a defoli 
ting effect. 


There are some sections of our coun 


try realizing the seriousness of th 
San Jose Scale, the most insidious an 
worst enemy the fruit-grower has 
contend with, for it is a difficult ma 
ter to detect them without the aid 
a magnifying glass; they are almo

and grave mistake, to destroy fine 
healthy and thrifty trees, because the 
are infested with the scale, when 
have the evidence from the very lates 
and highest authority that many orch 
ards in different portions of the conn 
try, that have been thoroughly en 
crusted with the scale, were effective 
ly checked and an entire obliteratio 
of those in existence, by the use of th 
proper remedies.

roots-are destroyed that sustain tbe 
life of the trees and consequently do 
them u injury; bat the land should be 
thoroughly tilled, keeping it u com- 
pact and finely pulverized M it is pos- 
sible, to the d'pth of several inches, 
for properly regarding tillage in this 
connection, it is simply providing • 
perfect earth mulct*, for the water 
storage capacity, which is very essen- 
tial, is dependent upon the extent of 
tbe surface of the floe- partic'es that 
make up a unit volume of soil, and on 
the vo uoie of the spaces, opable of 
holding water by cspi-lary attraction, 
for the area of attracting surface and 
tbe capillary storage of fine soil, are 
both much greater than in tbe soil 
made up of coarse particles' and with 
clean cultivation ycu must not neglect 
the feeding of the trees with plenty of 
good, rich msnure, wood ashes, lime, 
forest leaves and commercial fertilizers 
that contain an abundance of nitroger, 
phosphoric acid and potash, for the 
lack ol thise ingredient i in many in- 
stances is the cause of unfruitfnlness, 
for the fruit of th.3 apple tree contains 
three times as much potash aa nitrogen 
and four times as much M phosphoric 
acid and the quantity of nitrogen in 
the leaves is double the quantity of 
potash,and three times tbe quantity of 
phosphoric acid. I prefer to use the 
kainit to supply the patash, as it is not 
always possible to get a sufficient quan- 
tity from wood ashes, M the potash 
gives firmness,flivor and a healthy ap- 
pearance, while the phosphoric acid 
produces tbe rich color. 


The fatality of many of the orchards 


of to-day is because the trees are starv- 
ed, for if they get barely enough food 
to keep them alive they are not prepar- 
ed to withstand the sudden changes in 
winter or the insects and fungi aa the 
trees that are well fed, thrifty and

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per cent, of kerosene, but the 


petroleum ia more likely to injure the 
tree and is also harder to mix with the 
water in an emulsion than the kero- 
sene. But Prof. W. Q. Johnson, of 
New York, recommends a cheaper and 
more effective remedy (in the lime 
sulphur and salt wash) that has been 
so extensively used on the Pacific coaat 
for years and for several seasons 
practical and thorough tests have been 
made in our adjoining states, and all 
testify to the great advantage realized 
from this remedy, 
in being more 


effective in checking the scale than 
any other material used. I will give 
you the proportion of the ingredients 
and how the solution is made, as some 
of the orchards might need it this 
season: 
Unslaked lime, 40 pounds; 


flour of sulphur, 30 pounds; common 
salt, 15 pounds: and water enough to 
make SO gallons. At first take 10 
pounds of lime and SO pounds of sul- 
phur and boil thoroughly in 30 gallons 
of water, until the sulphur is thor- 
oughly dissolved, or until the solution 
assumes an amber color, which is an 
indication that the sulphur is dis- 
solved, stirring constantly during the 
boiling process. The remainder of the 
lime, 30 pounds, slake with plenty of 
hot water and add the 15 pounds of 
salt while it is boiling and stir until 
the salt is dissolved, then add the lime 
and salt material to the lime and 
sulphur solution, thoroughly stirred, 
and cook for half an hour longer, and 
then add enough hot water to make 60 
gallons. To the above preparation can 
be added 4 ounces of Paris green and 
two pounds of capper sulphate, mak- 
ing it a perfect 
solution against 


fungous diseases and insects as well as 
the scale. 


The pruning of fruit trees should 


be done very carefully, and the time 
that I prefer is when the flow of the 
sap is thoroughly established, when 
the buds are swelling and the blossoms 
make their appearance, as the wounds 
will naturally heal over at this period 
sooner, on account of the 
profuse 


exudation of the sap. 


I always give a clean cut of the 


branches,'Which should be done diag- 
onally to the limb, so the water will 
not remain upon the wound ard should 
be cut just beyond and above the bud, 
in order to keep the limb as low as 
possible; if the limbs are an inch or 
more, the wounds should be painted 
with white lead or covered with graft- 
ing wax to protect from the sun and 
atmosphere. 


I endeavor to keep the entire 


branches and tops of my trees as close 
to the ground as is consistent with the 
formation of a symmetriea'ly shaped 
top of equal proportions from 
the 


main stem, giving as large an area of 
surface to be exposed to the sun as it 
is possible to get, without removing 
too many limbs, as I am a thorough 
believer in plenty of wool surface for 
the longevity and healthfulness of the 
trees, and with plenty of limbs yon 
have a profusion of foliage to protect 
the fruit from thescarching sun which 
I know to be a great advantage to the 
fruit, from my own obssrvations, dur- 
ing the heated seasone of some year?. 


All the shoots that are just starting 


and those of last year's growth should 
be removed and where one limb er - 
croachea upon another the inferior one 
should be cut out, and all limbs that 
are partially dead from blight should 
be cut off deep in the good wcod, or 
close to the stem of tbe tree. 


I believe that nature's remedial pow- 


er, or protection to the body of the 
trees, is given in the tops and those 
trees that throw out the greatest 
amount of limbs, do so as nature's pro- 
tection from the severe atmospheric 
changes, that they actually require a 
heavy coating of limbs, just as the 
horse and the buffalo do in certain 
seasons. 
On these trees the limbs 


should come from the stem very close 
to the ground and be allowed to grow 
without interruption, as I have grant- 
ed a number of my Ben Divis, (the 
tenderest trees we grow) this privilege, 
as an experiment, and I must acknowl- 
edge that nature, in man; instances of 
pruning, is far more capable of taking 
care of certain varieties than I am, and 
I mutt say, after very severe experi- 
ence that moat of the farmers are 
butchering their trees and therefore 
injuring then unconsciously, for future 
usefulness. 


Cultivation:—Orchards 
should be 


thoroughly 
cultivated 
during the 


whole period in which the trees are 
being prepared for fruiting, for ten to 
twelve years, and if yon do not wish 
to crop the land, you should cultivate 
the trees, with a cutaway and spin 
tooth barrow, every ten days from tbe 
time the soil is in condition, until the 
Irst of August, when tbe trees should 
be allowed to ripen their wood and act 
buds foranother season of fruitage,but 
trees succeed just as well with hoed 
crops, such aa corn and potatoes, if the 
toll is kept enriched by the constant 


comes robbed of its plant food, its me- 
chanical forces become impaired, and 
loss of productiveness ia sure to ensue, 
for we all know that poor ground is 
hard ground, tad sterile ground is dry 
ground, and that hard, dry ground will 
not absorb moisture, as there U not 
plant food enough in the soil to pro- 
duce the capillary attraction necessary 
to supply the most important element*. 
The capillarity of the soil ia reduced to 
such an extent that the trees are de- 
prived of water as well aa food, conse- 
quently all conditions are favorable 
for the starvation of the trees, on ac- 
count of an impervious hard soil sur- 
face. 


My experience teaches and justifies 


me in asserting that after ten or 
twelve years of clean cultivation and 
thorough fertilization as I have prac- 
tised and described, that graases or 
cereals of some kind should be allowed 
to grow continuously and each season 
when the blossoming stage ia reached, 
it should be cut, if there is a tendency 
to drought, but if not it should be left 
where it falls as a mulching for tbe 
entire area, adding humus to the soil, 
thereby converting the phosphoric acid 
and potash from an inert element to 
one of ten-fold, and as our soils are 
made up of mineral and vegetable mat- 
ter and our new lands are rich in vege- 
table matter, naturally our old lands 
are deficient in the very ingredient* 
we require for plant food, vegetable 
matter, and as nature's great chemical 
laboratory is located beneath the sur- 
face, and as sunlight and warm air are 
as essential to plant growth as mois- 
ture, we should supply the nitrogenous 
cover crops, cow peas, sago beans, 
vetches, crimson or mammoth red di- 
ver. These have the power of gathering 
plenty of nitrogen from the atmos- 
phere and to keep open communication 
between the deep moisture and tree 
roots, and the sunlight and air, b; 
maintaining an insensible perspiration 
through the pores by capillarity. 


Certainly I am perfectly cognizant 


of the fact, that the pet theory of 
scientific experts is to advocate con- 
tinual cultivation to insure the growth 
of perfect fruit, and I also know that 
location, soil and atmospheric changes 
are d fferent in different localities and 
that it it quires great consideration 
and much careful study to thoroughly 
understand whether your orchard and 
fruit will do better, and develop more 
perfectly, under up-to-date cultural 
methods, or if you will not obtain 
equally as profitable and satisfactory 
results, under the advanced and up-to 
date grass and clover cover system 
with the constant application of a 
sufficient quantity of manure, lime 
kainit and other mineral fertilizers, to 
insure strong wood and develop the 
fruit buds, and the best evidenci,io 
favor of the latter treatment that can 
be adduced is the successful and satis- 
lory results that I have obtained from 
my orchard in the last five or six yean, 
and the present vigorous condition ot 
fhe trees with their dark green foliage, 
bright bark and large leaves are 
nature's expressions of approval of the 
clover cover system of apple tree cul- 
ture.

and considered carefully, to see that 
you do not supply too large a quantity 
ot nitrogen and ammonia, producing 
too rank a growth of wood, which 
will be tender and sappy and the trees 
are very likely to be injured by the

'Winter or Sun Scald" by freezing the 
sap that atarU during the warm days 
of winter, interrupting tbe circulation, 
and a succession of days of hot sun and 
zero nights will loocen tbe bark near 
the ground.especially on the southeast 
aide, and kill tbe trees or produce a 
large wound around half of the tree, 
interrupting the free flow of sap on 
that aide. The remedy for this is to 
give more potash and toughen the 
bark, and the trees will endure these 
severe changes in winter. At the same 
time an excess of potash will give finer 
flavor, higher color and a firmer text- 
ure to the fruit, just what we need for 
keeping and transporting. 


In summing up, I can positively as- 


sert without fear of contradiction l..at 
the fruitful or unfruitful condition of 
any orchard is entirely dependent upon 
the attention it receives. Unless some 
unexpected 
atmospheric conditions 


ensue, especially at the blooming 
season, and all particular observers 
are familiar with the stamens of the 
bloom, which are the stems furnishing 
the yellow or fecundating dust, called 
pollen, and if the pollen fails to meet 
the pistil, the seed bearing orgin of 
the bloom, at the proper time, thore is 
no fertilization of fruit, and very of- 
ten yen will find inferior fruit falling 
from the trees on account of imperfect 
fertilization. 
There are many causes 


that produce a devitalizing effect upon 
the fecundating properties of the trees, 
too much rain may wash the ripe pol- 
len from the stamens before the pis- 
tils are ready to receive it, or the 
reverse may occur, the pistils matured 
and stamens and pollen imperfect or 
both stamens and pistils defective, 
there may be an abundance of bloom, 
with all the organs of fertilization de- 
fective, for want of the proper compo- 
nents in the soil necessary to fertility 
or fruitage, and then, some varieties 
are much better 
polleniz?rs than 


others, indicating that several varie- 
ties should be planted.
